Railroad Property to Pay the Same 


Rate of Tax as Anv Other 


Property. 


Lansing, M irch 18.—Governor Pin- 
g ree ’s railroad bill which will be in­ 
troduced at the spccial session of the 
legislature next week has been pre­ 
pared. 
I t is substantially as follows: 


Scction 1.—It authorizes the gov­ 
ernor within thirty days after the pass­ 
age of this act to appoint a board com­ 
posed of five members which shall con­ 
stitute a board to be known as a board 
of valuation and assessment of corpor­ 
ate property. 
Their terms of ottice 
shall last two years. 


Section 2.—The board shall hold its 
session at the cupitol in the city of 


GOVERNOR 


Lansing and shall be entitled to have 
access to the Iwjoks. papers, documents, 
statem ents of tile or on record in any of 
th e departments. They shall make 
proper assessment rolls for the purpose 
«f assessing the property within their 
jurisdiction and shall have power to 
employ experts to aid them in deter­ 
mining the value of property by them 
to be assessed and taxed. They shall 
have the right to subpoena witnesses 
and to examine them under oath to be 
administered bv the secretary of the 
board and have the right to examine 
all the books, papers and accounts of 
any corporation, linn or individual and 
any corporation that refuses or fails to 
appear 
to the subpoena 
from the 
hoard shall forfeit the sum of not less 
than 
and not more than $lo,ouo. 
Suit shall be brought for it in the name 
of the people of the state of Michigan. 


Section .'{.—Said board shall between 
the tirst day of July and the tirsi day of 
December in each year assess the pron- 
erty of all telegraph, telephone and 
railroad, sleeping and palace car com­ 
panies, express and freight line com­ 
panies, organized or doing business 
under the laws «if the state of Michigan. 
They shall personally proceed to in­ 
spect all the property belonging to each 
of said companies and make a true and 
exact valuation thereof for the purpose 
of assessment and taxation. 


Section 4.—The rate of tax levied by 
the board shall be the same as the 
average rate of taxes, general, state, 
municipal and local levied throughout 
the state the previous year. 


Section 5, —After said taxes become 
due and payable if the same are not 
■»aid when due the state «hall have a 
ien upon the property and assets of any 
delinquent company or corporation or 
individual. 


Section <5.M a k e s it the duty of the 
president, vice president and general 
manager or superintendent of any com­ 
pany coming under the provisions of 
this act to furnish a statement under 
oath showing the amount of personal, 
real and mixed property owned by it in 
the state of Michigan together with 
the value thereof on or before the tirst 
Monday of July in each year. 


Section 7.—If any company refuses to 
make a report to the board the board 
shall proceed to make an estimate of 
the value of its property. 


Section S.—In case any corporation, 
firm or individual, shall refuse to pay 
the taxes so levied it shall be the duty 
of the auditor general to issue a war­ 
ran t to the sheriff of any county in 
which the principal oiliee of the cor­ 
poration is situated in this state or to 
the sheriff of any county in which any 
property belonging to said delinquent 
corporation may be situated command­ 
ing him to forthwith levy the same to­ 
gether with 10 per cent for his fees and 
the further penalty of 50 per eent for 
failure to pay their taxes when due. 


Section D.—The sheriff shall give 


i 
»ublic notice of the sale of articles 
eyied on at least ten days in advance 
of the sale, 


Section 10.—-If the property levied on 
cannot be sold for want of bidders or 
brings an insufficient amount to pay 
the tax the auditor general shall notify 
the corporation and if they still refuse 
to pay such tax within thirty days 
after such return by the sheriff it shall 
be deemed the forfeiture of all its cor­ 
poration and chartered rights. 


Section U —In case any corporation 
is dissatisfied with the »mount of its 
aasessmgit it may apply to the Ingham 
county A r t and from tbat court it may 
bo oarried to the supreme court of the

The large 
num ber of educated and patriotic men, 
the great sacrlfi(?e.'!i they have endured, 
the peaceful tem perm ent of the people— 
w hites and blacks—the w onderful pros­ 
perity th a t would 
surely come with 
peace and good home rule, the large In- 
fiux of A m ericans and English Immi­ 
gration an d money, would all be strong 
factors for stable Institutions. B u t It is 
not m y purpose a t this time, nor do I 
consider It my province to suggest any 
plan.

“ The Battle of Life and the Irish 
Race,’’ was the subject of 
Father 
Cooney’s address. 


He read from a carefully prepared 
m anuscript'the story of St. P atrick’s 
life. His early life as a slave and the 
hardships he endured litied 
him in 
after years for the task of converting 
Ireland. 
He was called of God to a 
great work. He assumed the name of 
Patrick, which means ‘‘brave in bat­ 
tle” and that name should never be 
borne by a coward.

A MUTINY AT SEA.

The Norwich was a bark of abont 700 
tons, plying between I.iverpool and tlie 
South AnR'ricaii coast, aud sho carried 
I'roni 5 to 10 pasiieii^crs ou her outward 
trip. 
Of the ten paKseugers two were 
Ecrvant girls going out to English fam­ 
ilies, five were men who were in search 
of health or adventure, and the other 
three consisted of a man, ins wife and a 
daughter 10 years old. 
The crow was 
made up of Englishmen, Americans, 
Swedes and 
lascars and was neither 
better nor worse than the average. That 
trouble came, followed by a tragedy, 
was not their fault as a crew, though 
some of them hud to suffer for it. 


It WHS my second voyage as an ap­ 
prentice, and though I was not taken 
into the confidence of the men 1 came 
to know all. 
From the hour of taking 
command Captain 8haw showed himself 
to bo one of the most cruel and hard 
hearted maKters afloat. Ho had been al­ 
lowed to select new mates to pleano 
himself, and they were men after his 
own heart. We were not yet olT sound­ 
ings when tbe ofticers began knocking 
the men about, and inside of three days 
the crew wero a unit in dfclaring that 
the bark was a i]o:iting hell. 


The crew of tlie Norwich were a w ill­ 
ing lot, aud they had no fault to find 
about being weak handed or with tlie 
provisions. 
iSo tar as 1 could obi^erve 
and so far as te.stinjony went later on, 
they gave the ofticers no cause for knock­ 
ing them about as was done. When wo 
wero four days out, one man was laid 
up with a broken arm, a second was in 
his bunk with a broken head, and no 
man had escaped being knocked down. 
1 had been rope’s ended and kicked and 
cuffed by llio chief mate, in whoso 
watch I was, until some of the passen­ 
gers went to Captain Shaw to complain, 
and yet no boy was willhig to work 
harder or nm faster at the word of com­ 
mand. 


The protests of the passengers caused 
a row aft and a change in the usage of 
the crew. As to tho change, the mates 
were instructed not to exhibit tenjjier 
while the passengers wero about, but at 
night, when they could do it unobserved, 
they knocked the men abont with more 
lieartiness than before. The sailor with 
tho broken arm would have had no care 
at ull except for the passengers, and the 
fact that he was an incumbranco seemed 
to harden the hearts of tho officers 
KOK HAT.K OK ru K KENT 
against all tho rest of us.

It is rare that mutiny 
comes about through ill usage. Tho 
average sailor will submit to thirst, 
hunger and cruelty u hundred times 
over before ho is ready to ri.se in deli- 
ance aud take the ship out of the hands 
of iK^r lawful ofticers. 
But tlu re is a 
limit to even what sailors can stand. 
Cut for tho sympathy clearly shown by 
tho single men among the passengers 
there might have beeu no mutiny, al­ 
though I am sure that after the first 
week afloat some of the men were plot­ 
ting to make an example of the mute by 
Ktriking him down during bis watch 
and throwing his body overboard. It 
was not that the pa.^si tigers came among 
us aud e.xpre.-^.sed tlieir sympathy in 
so many words, though a word was 
dropped now and then, but tluar looks 
aud actions plainly told us with whom 
they took sides. 
While that sympathy 
was merited and justly placed, it was a 
diuigerous thing for all concerned and 
hid H) lumentabli! results. Had tlie men 
not been sure of it they would have 
turned for revenge in some other direc- 
tiiju. Unti life niight have be« n taken, 
but things would have stopped there. 


As I «lid, the men did not take mo 
into their conlidenee, as I was only a 
boy, and tiiey feared nte, but I saw und 
heard enough to satisfy me of the gen­ 
eral feeling and to make sure, after we 
had got down to the south of tho Azores, 
that a climax was ut hand. 
We were a 
short handed crew W’hen wo left Liver­ 
pool, aud one able seaman was laid up 
almost at once, and from that time on 
more or less of tho men were jnirtly dis- 
able-d. 
This made it hard work to sail 
the bark, and on several occtisions both 
mates had to go aloft to help out. What 
brought tlie climax to a head w’as tho 
action of tlio mate one night soon after 
coming on Nvatch at midnight. We had 
a following wind and plenty of it, and 
though one of the best men in the ship 
was at the wheel tho nice,st steering 
could not prevent her froui swing­ 
ing off her course now and then. 
Had 
there beeu two men at the wheel the re­ 
sult would have been the same, and it 
was something not to be found fault 
with under the circumstances. 
The 
mate, however, used it as an excuse to 
attack tho sailor and do him grievous 
damage, and as the poor fellow lay on 
tbe deck unconscious ho was kicked iu 
tbe face again and again. 
When the 
watch on deck saw this, they rushed aft 
in a body and attacked the mate. 
He 
made a hot fight of it, but was thrown 
overl)oard without being uaob hurt. 
The men then brought tbe bark to the 
wind, and Just as tbe manenver was 
completed tbe oaptain and watob below 
andtbree of tbe paaMngeni appeared.

There was no stopping 
them after that. 
Tbe second mate was 
brought from bis berth aud flnng over­ 
board, and then the men had full pos­ 
session. 
That was the eud of the mu­ 
tiny as a mntiny, however. I mean that, 
having got rid of their officers, tbe men 
did not let their passions carry them 
further. 


Under the directions of the oldest sea­ 
men aboard the craft was stripped of 
her canvas aud left to lie iu that situa­ 
tion until morning, and not even a 
shout of rejoicing was (indulged iu. If 
there was liquor aboard, the men did 
not hunt for it. Now that the mutiny 
had come to pass they talked freely in 
my presence, and one and all seemed 
much cast down that they had been 
forced to make such a move. There was 
much talk as to what should be done, 
but it amounted to nothing until after 
breakfast next morning. Then every­ 
body aboard the bark except the wonmn 
and her daughter gathered aft for a talk. 
Two or three of the passengers were 
outspoken in their sympathy for tho 
men, and all others were at least neu­ 
tral. At the instance of the seaman who 
had charge of the craft a paper was 
drawn up setting forth all tho facts in 
the case, and this was signed by both 
passengers and sailors. 


Ko one aboard knew’ anything about 
navigiition, and it was at lirst proposed 
that w’o remain where we were and fly 
a signal of distress. 
In tho course of 
two or three days we were sure to be 
sighted and relieved. 
This plan was 
agreeable to all for a few hours, but 
after awhile the mutineers began to 
grow nervous and afraid. No matter 
what cau.se they had tor mntiny, they 
had taken three lives, and no matter 
W’iiat testimony the pas.soiigers might 
give a Hritish court would surely iniliet 
severe punishment. Thiire was really 
no ringleader. Une w’as as guilty as tlw 
other, and all might expect the same 
punishment. 
As this canto to bo talked 
over the men decided not to wait t6 be 
til ken prisoners and carried home for 
trial. 
If they W’ould escape, even tem- 
portirily, they must get rid of their pas­ 
sengers. 
How this should be done Wiis 
not settled without a further talk. The 
passengers did not wish to go knocking 
about the ocean in a craft without ofti­ 
cers or navigator, jind wJien it w-as sug­ 
gested that they ttike to tho longboat 
jind nniko for the Azores, JU)0 miles 
away, there w'as not much oitpositiou. 
Two of th(‘ single men knew something 
about handling a boat, aud the craft 
they w’ere to take was big enough to 
hold twice their number. 
Nearly the 
whole day had passed before this de­ 
cision w’as reached, and then it was 
agreed that no move should be made be­ 
fore the next morning. 
No fault could 
be found with the behavior of the men. 
They did no w’ork, as a nuitter of course, 
but were quiet and kept to their end of 
the .ship. 
Had we been overhtiuled on 
that lirst day no resistance would have 
been mtide, but as the hours sliiiped 
away the men becanto more anxious to 
avoid being taken. 


During the night tho longboat was 
got over and fitted out. tr^hu was provid­ 
ed with sailors, water, food, lanterns, 
bedding and whatever could be thought 
of for the comfort and safety of her oc­ 
cupants. The weather was plea.sint, the 
season pjicific, and there was <*vory 
chance that the boat would land at the 
Azores all right. 
Hhe loft us about U 
o’clock next morning, all the pas.^engers 
going willin'*'” •••'I seentingly to be in 
good hpiri , .»ujd all the men shook 
hands with each and every one of the 
crew. 
When sho wa« a mile away, sail 
wtis nuide on the bark, and we headed 
for tho African coast. 
It nad biK*n set­ 
tled antoug the men to run into the 
Moorish coast and wreek the b:irk anti 
take their chances. I w as ordereti t»> get 
ready aud go w’ith the boat, but prote.st- 
ed so vigorously that I was finally jier- 
mitied to renutiji, but the ujan with the 
broken iirm, wfjo was still a great Kuf- 
ferer and useless its a sailor, was sent 
off with the iiassengers, 


For live days anti nights after losing 
sight of the boat we worked our way to 
the* east, but being sle.rt handed and 
without oflicers tho bark wtis kept un­ 
der easy sail and her pace was slow. No 
erew’ could have been more orderly or 
agreed better. Theni was not even a dis- 
])ute, nor did any onu suiigest that tho 
cabins bu looted of their sUjres atuf val­ 
uables. Tlie only idea advanced was to 
reach the coast and get clear of any pur­ 
suit. 
On the morning of tho sixth itay, 
when the coast was almost in sight, a 
liriti.sh man-of-war which was eomiug 
up frtim Cape Town sighted its aud be­ 
gan signaling. 
No one aboard could 
make out what sho meant or answer 
her, and as a result her suspicions Wi-ro 
aroused and she made pursuit. 
Wo 
packed on sail and stootl for tho coast 
until her shcjt began to coniu alioard, 
and then there was nothing to flo but 
surrender. 
Ten 
minutes 
utter the 
stranger was alongside our story was 
known, and within half an hour all our 
erew exeejjt na; wt re in irons. 
As to 
the loll”I oat, she was pinked up next 
day atu.r sho jjiit olV, aud her people 
carried back to I ji^jlautl. Wo wero tak­ 
en to London witliout a stoj). 
Un tlie 
voyage a mutineer named Hawkins 
contmitted suicide, but all others were 
safely landed in court. Thu trial lasted 
for days and days. The passengers, or a 
part of them, w’ere on hand to give evi­ 
dence in favor of tho crew', and there 
was nmch public sympathy expressed, 
but I was the only one w’ho escaped pun­ 
ishment. 
Two men got imprisoned for 
life aud all the others received sen­ 
tences of from n to 15 years. 
As I was 
only a boy it was argued that I could 
have knoNvn nothing, and indeed all tho 
men testified that such was the case, 
though some of the jurors thoaght tiiat 
my sticking to the ship was au act call­ 
ing for some sort of puuisliment. Hard 
as was the pnnishment p t the men, had 
we reached tbe Moorish coast and got 
ashore their fate wonld. probably have
